Infectious diseases. 

For the week ended September 7, 1905. the following reports were 
officially registered: 

Smallpox. — One case at Taranto (Lecce), 2 cases in the Province of 
Catania, 3 cases at Terranova (Caltanisetta), 1 ease at Cartoli (Aquila). 

Scarlatina. — Fifteen cases at Galati (Messina), and 12 at Cammarata 
(Gfirgenti). 

Enteric fever. — Still prevalent at Rome and Milan and widely spread 
in all provinces. 

Diphtheria. — Several cases reported in the Province of Arezzo.
